On  the  morning  of  September  11,  a  wor¬ 
ried  friend  calleu  Cheryl  McGuinness  to 
ask  if  she  was  watching  television.  When 
McGuinness  turned  on  tne  television  in  her 
home  outside  New  York  City,  she  saw  the 
horrific  replays  of  two  jetliners  crashing 
into  the  World  Trade  Towers  in  Manhattan. 

Her  mind  immediately  flashed  to  her  hus¬ 
band  Tom,  an  American  Airlines  pilot  sched¬ 
uled  to  fly  that  morning  to  the  West  Coast. 

They  had  celebrated  his  birthday  the  evening 
before.  She  had  kissed  him  goodbye  a  little 
earlier  that  morning  as  he  left  for  the  airport. 

Her  two  children  called  from  school  to  ask 
if  Dad  was  safe.  She  called  her  husband's  cell 
phone  and  got  no  answer.  She  called  the  spe¬ 
cial  American  Airlines  emergency  crew 
tracking  number,  but  they  had  no  immediate 
information  on  Tom's  Flight  11  in  those  fran¬ 
tic  first  few  minutes  after  the  crashes. 

Her  home  began  to  fill  with  friends  and 
family.  When  she  saw  the  chief  pilot  for 
American  Airlines  on  her  doorstep,  sue  knew. 

“1  was  hysterical.  I  said,  'Please  God, 
don't  call  him  home,"'  she  recalled,  but  she 
knew  her  high  school  sweetheart  was  gone. 

McGuinness  shared  her  personal  journey 
since  her  husband  was  killed  in  the  terrorist 
attacks,  during  the  August  18  morning  wor¬ 
ship  services  of  First  Church,  Jackson.

(Special)  —  When  news  of 
the  9/11  attacks  began  to 
trickle  into  the  living  rooms 
of  the  members  of  Temple 
Church,  Hattiesburg,  they 
knew  a  special  churchwide 
response  was  needed.

The  Joy  of  Work 

Labor  Day  is  an  interesting 
holiday.  It  is  a  day  on  which 
most  labor  ceases  in  order  to 
honor  laborers  for  their  w'ork. 
There  are  two  important  facets 
of  work  that  I  think  are  gener¬ 
ally  overlooked. 

•  Work  is  a  God-given 
blessing.  Many  people  think 
that  work  came  as  a  result  of 
sin.  The  biblical  truth  is  that  the 
pain,  agony,  struggle,  and 
sweat  of  the  brow  that  became 
a  part  of  work  was  the  result  of 
sin.  Work  itself  was  already  a 
natural  part  of  God  s  env  iron¬ 
ment  before  sin  After  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  the  garden  and  prior  to 
sin,  God  placed  Adam  in  the 
garden  and  instructed  him  to 
keep  it  and  take  care  of  it.  Both 
then  and  now  the  awlkward- 
ness,  the  troubles,  the  strug¬ 
gles,  and  strife  of  work  come  as 
an  outgrowth  of  our  own  self¬ 
ish  sinfulness. 

•  The  Lord  can  transform 
your  work  into  purposeful 
living.  It  doesn't  matter  if  you 
are  a  computer  whiz  or  in 
show  biz,  a  fisherman  or  a 
phvsician,  a  store  clerk  or  a 
soda  jerk,  a  truck  driver  or  a 
bee-hiver,  a  maintenance  man 
or  direct  a  band,  a  teacher  or  a 
preacher,  w'ork  as  a  nurse  or 
drive  a  hearse,  till  the  ground 
or  perform  as  a  clown,  God 
can  use  you  and  bless  you  in 
the  workforce. 

Apparently  many  people 
do  not  understand  their  use¬ 


fulness,  not  only  in  the  labor 
pool,  but  also  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  In  August  the  result  of 
a  studv  was  released  saving 
that  5f”<>  of  the  people  sur- 
veved  did  not  like  their  jobs.  A 
local  TV  station  in  Jackson  did 
a  "log  on/send  in  your 
answer"  kind  of  information 
poll-taking  and  their  results 
were  almost  identical  to  the 
\  national  study.  Seeing  in  black 
'and  white  the  results  of  the 
questionnaire  was  helpful 
toward  understanding  why 
life  seems  to  be  as  it  is  in  the" 
work  and  service  force. 
Regardless  of  what  direction 
vou  turn,  it's  often  hard  to 
find  people  who  are  happy 
with  their  job  and  in  their  job. 
In  fact,  according  to  the  sur¬ 
vey,  There  is  a  30/ 50  chance 
whether  you  are  going  to  have 
somebody  grow'ling  at  you  or 
grinning  at  you  when  you 
check  out  at  the  grocery  store. 

Now,  if  that  statistic  holds 
true  across  the  board,  let's  just 
think  what  that  may  mean  — 
that  you  have  a  50/50  chance  of 


being  given  a  shot  bv  a  nurse 
who  is  not  happy  with  her  job 
and  may  not  be  happy  to  see 
vou,  or  that  the  person  prepar¬ 
ing  your  fast  food  for  you  to 
grab  and  go  at  lunch  time  may 
not  be  happy  at  what  thev  are 
doing  and  it  will  probably  be 
reflected  in  the  service.  Oh  my 
soul,  w  hat  it  vou  go  to  a  dentist 
who  isn't  happy,  or  have  your 
car  repaired  by  somebody  who 
is  not  particularly  pleased  w  ith 
their  job,  or  subject  your  child 
to  daily  ill-spirited  ness  from  a 
teacher  who  feels  they  hav  e 
been  locked  in  a  prison  rather 
than  a  classroom? 

I'm  sure  that  every  age  and 
every  dimension  of  stxriety  has 
had  people  who  were  not  par¬ 
ticularly  pleased  with  their  job, 
but  it  sure  seems  to  be  of  epi¬ 
demic  proportions  in  today’s 
world.  The  real  question  that 
comes  to  my  heart  and  mind, 
which  I  do  not  believe  is  reflect¬ 
ed  in  the  study,  has  to  do  with 
those  of  us  who  w’ork  in  the 
church.  I  wonder  how  many 
people  serving  the  Lord  and 


serving  in  positions  in  their 
local  congregations  or  in  larger 
Kingdom  settings  like  what 
thev  are  doing? 

How  many  pastors  would 
rather  be  doing  something 
else?  How  many  staff  people 
would  prefer  to  do  what  they 
are  doing  in  some  other  Mat¬ 
ting  or  some  other  location? 
How  many  Sunday  School 
teachers  are  just  grinding  it 
out,  hoping  they  can  come  up 
with  a  good  excuse  for  the 
nominating  committee  as  to 
why  thev  shouldn't  teach  next 
year?  1  wonder  how  many 
people  who  love  to  sing  don  t 
particularly  appreciate  being 
asked  to  sing  on  the  particu¬ 
lar  Sunday  or  at  the  particular 
service  that  they  have  been 
requested? 

While  it  seems  fairly  easy  to 
pick  up  on  those  bad  v  ibra¬ 
tions  from  people  who  aren't 
particularly  pleased  with  their 
job  m  the  secular  workplace, 
do  you  suppose  people  can 
detect  when  we  in  the  church 
do  not  enjoy  doing  our  jobs1  I 
have  a  sneaky  suspicion  that 
most  of  us  do  not  hide  it  very 
well.  Maybe  if  we  realized,  1 
mean  really  understood,  the 
importance  of  what  we  are 
doing  as  we  serve  the  Lord, 
our  attitudes  might  be 
changed.  Have  you  noticed 
the  joy  a  happy  worker  brings 
to  the  job?  Ask  the  Lord  to  let 
that  be  you  and  then  become 
the  answer  to  your  prayer!

BILLERICA,  Mass.  (BP)  — 
Steve  and  Karen  Sachs,  whose 
daughter  Jessica  was  aboard 
the  first  plane  to  crash  into  the 
World  Trade  Center  Sept.  11, 
say  they  haven't  made  it 
through  the  past  year  on-thin r 
own  strength. 

"Karen  and  I  have  said  many 
times  that  we  wonder  how  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  no  faith  survive  a 
time  like  this,"  Steve  Sachs  said. 
"We're  both  convinced  that 
many  people  have  been  pray¬ 
ing  for  us,  and  it's  by  God's 
grace  that  we've  kept  our  sani¬ 
ty  since  September.' 

The  Sacns,  members  of  New 
Colony  Baptist  Church,  north¬ 
east  of  Boston,  continue  to 
struggle  with  how  and  why 
they  lost  their  daughter. 

Steve  Sachs  said  there  have 
been  a  lot  of  times  when 
they've  been  angry  at  God. 
They've  maintained  their  faith, 
but  they  still  have  questions. 
He  also  admitted  he  has  not  yet 
forgiven  the  19  terrorists  who 
hijacked  the  planes  that  day. 

"Jessica  didn't  die  on  Sept. 
11.  She  was  murdered,"  he  said. 

Karen  Sachs  said  she  and  her 
daughter,  who  was  23  years  of 
age,  were  extremely  close.  In 
fact,  she  said  she  couldn't  imag¬ 
ine  a  mother  and  daughter  who 
could  be  closer  than  they  were. 

"When  she  died,  I  lost  a 
friend  as  well  as  a  daughter,” 
she  said. 

Jessica  was  a  2000  graduate 
of  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  and  an  accoun¬ 
tant  with  the  Boston  office  of 
PricewaterhouseCoopers.  She 
was  on  American  Airlines  Flight 
11  with  her  co-workers,  bound 
for  a  meeting  in  Los  Angeles. 

Jessica  knew  Jesus,  her 
mother  said.  "I  was  hysterical 
for  the  first  15  minutes  after  I 
heard  the  news,  but  my  first 
clear  thought  after  that  was, 
'Thank  God  we  know  that 
she's  a  Christian.’  We  know 
where  she  is. 

"That's  what’s  gotten  us 


through  it.  We  know  where  she 
is  now,"  Karen  Sachs  said. 

Last  September,  her  father 
had  said,  "The  only  thing  hold¬ 
ing  the  family  together  is  that 
we  know 
Jessica  is 
being  held  in 
the  arms  of 
Christ."  The 
family  has 
clung  to  that 
hope  for  the  I 
past  vear.

"Karen  and  I  are  in  a  gray 
zone  in  the  middle.  We  don't 
have  any  highs  and  we  don't 
have  any  lows.  It's  a  very  flat 
plane  of  life  we  walk  through," 
Steve  Sachs  said. 

"Every  time  we  think  about 
Jessica,  it  hurts.  Everybody  tells 
us  that  someday  down  the  road 
some  joy  will  come  back  to 
those  memories,  but  right  now 
it  hurts,”  he  said. 

PricewaterhouseCoopers  set 
up  a  scholarship  in  Jessica’s 
name  at  UMass  Amherst.  Steve 
and  Karen  attended  the  awards 
dinner  this  past  school  year. 
The  couple  said  what  amazes 
them  is  tnat  the  school  is  still  so 
proud  of  Jessica. 

"The  dean  of  the  school  of 
management  sat  with  us  at  din¬ 
ner,  and  one  of  his  comments 
was,  Tve  never  seen  a  student 
that  was  as  spiritual  as  Jessica.

Steve  and  Karen  were  noti¬ 
fied  at  the  end  of  July  that  their 
daughter’s  remains  had  been 
identified.  They  initially  didn't 
participate  in  DNA  sampling 
Decause  they  assumed  there 
wouldn’t  be  anything  to  find 
since  Jessica  was  aboard  a 
plane  that  crashed  into  the 
World  Trade  Center. 

Then  authorities  encouraged 
them  to  participate,  and  tney 
sent  a  sample  in  April.  The 
local  chief  or  police  and  one  of 
New  Colony  Church's  associate 
pastors  delivered  the  news  to 
the  Sachs'  home  July  29.

gather  and  spend  some  time 
with  her  remains  in  prayer. 
Scripture  reading,  and  sharing 
of  memories. 

"Death  without  a  body  is 
very  difficult.  This  is  one  more 
step  on  the  road  to  help  us,"  she 
said.  "There  will  never  be  any 
closure  for  this,  but  it’s  one  more 
thing  to  help  us  accept  it.  It's  just 
something  we  need  to  do." 

Steve  and  Karen  said  they 
have  learned  important  lessons 
through  their  trial.  Thev  are 
telling  Jessica’s  story  and  how 
God  is  helping  them  deal  with 
their  loss  because,  as  Karen 
said,  thev  "don't  want  Jessica’s 
death  to  have  been  for  nothing." 

"In  our  normal  life  we  live 
with  a  lot  of  petty  things,  and 
we  just  don't  have  time  for 
them  anymore,"  Steve  said.  "We 
realize  how  precious  time  is 
and  how  precious  family  is 

"In  a  way  were  blessed 
because  we  have  no  regrets.  We 
really  did  do  what  we  think 
was  right  with  our  kids  so  we 
don't  struggle  with  that,  but 
when  we  see  other  parents  with 
their  children  we  understand 
that  they  just  need  to  spend 
more  time  with  them." 

Losing  a  child,  Karen  said, 
is  a  horrible  thing  to  go 
through,  which  she  hopes  oth¬ 
ers  never  face. 

"If  you  do,  God  will  give  you 
the  strength  you  need  when 
you  need  it  to  make  it  through. 
God  gave  us  the  strength.  It’s 
not  easy,  but  you  get  through. 

"If  someone  had  told  me 
before  this  happened  that  my 
daughter  would  be  killed,  I 
would  have  said  I  would  have 
laid  right  down  and  died  with 
her  because  I  couldn’t  handle  it, 
but  God  has  gotten  us 
through,"  she  said. 

To  those  considering  becom¬ 
ing  Christians,  Karen  said,  "It's 
something  that  you  just  can't 
put  off.  Jessica  didn't  know 
when  she  got  on  that  airplane 
that  she  was  going  to  die. 

The  Sachs  ask  that  Christians 
continue  to  pray  for  the  families 
who  lost  loved  ones  Sept.  11. 

"This  is  something  that  isn't 
going  to  end  anytime  soon.  Sept. 
11  never  goes  away,  and  it  never 
will.  We're  going  to  deal  with  it 
for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  Pray  that 
God  continues  to  strengthen  us."

Family  Bible  Study 

God  of  grace  and  glory 

Ezekiel  18:1-3, 19-20,  &  23-32

How  many  parents  have 
watched  their  child  kick  the  dog, 
push  little  sister,  eat  one  more 
cookie  or  some  other  undesir¬ 
able  behavior.  Then,  when 
asked  about  it,  respond  by  sim¬ 
ply  saying  that  they  didn’t  do  it. 
They  were  seen.  They  knew 
they  had  been  caught  but  some¬ 
thing  inside  told  them,  "deny  it." 
Life  becomes  very  easy  when 
there  is  no  personal  accountabil¬ 
ity.  Perhaps  this  philosophy 
began  in  the  garden  when  Aaarh 
blamed  Eve  or  when  Eve 
blamed  the  serpent.  Wherever 
and  whenever  it  began,  it  was  a 
strong  idea  among  the  Jewish 
people  during  the  Babylonian 
captivity,  the  time  frame  fcjkthe 
writings  of  the  prophet  Ezfkiel. 
Not  oru\ 
personal 


ly  was  it  popular  to  deny 
al  responsibility,  the  Jews 


had  adopted  a  proverb 
to  make  this  bad  atti¬ 
tude  sound  official  and 
proper.  It  was  their  use 
of  this  proverb  that 
God  dealt  with  in  the  18th  chap¬ 
ter  of  Ezekiel's  writings. 

First,  notice  the  call  for 
responsible  people.  We  see  it  in 
God's  response  to  this  evil 
iroverb  being  used  by  the 
ewish  people.  The  proverb  is 
bund  in  Ezekiel  18:2.  Some 
lave  said  the  reference  to  "sour 
grapes"  might  even  be  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  forbidden  fruit  of 
the  garden.  Others  suggest  that 
the  use  of  the  word  '  cnildren" 
is  an  attempt  to  claim  inno¬ 
cence.  One  way  or  another,  the 
people  were  saying  that  their 
situation  (Babylonian  captivity) 
was  punishment  for  the  sins  of 
a  past  generation.  God  strong¬ 
ly  rebuked  them  for  this  irre¬

sponsible  attitude.  This 
should  cause  us  to  take 
a  look  at  other  places  in 
scripture  where  respon¬ 
sibility  and  accountabil¬ 
ity  are  taught.  In  the 
creation  story,  Gpd  gave 
humans  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  multiplying,  sub¬ 
duing  the  eartn,  and 
having  dominion  over 
creation.  Jesus  told  sev¬ 
eral  parables  which 
taught  the  concepts  of  respon¬ 
sibility  and  accountability  such 
as  the  parable  of  the  talents 
found  in  Matthew  25  and  Luke 
19.  The  Bible  also  teaches  that 
the  greater  the  privilege,  the 
greater  the  responsibility.  Jesus 
concluded  one  parable  by  say¬ 
ing,  "And  from  everyone  who 
has  been  given  much  phall 
much '  be  required;  and  to 
whom  they  entrusted  much,  of 
him  they  will  ask  all  the  more." 
(NAS)  The  Bible  is  full  of 
examples  of  the  troubles  that 
come  when  people,  especially 
God's  people,  shirk  responsibil¬ 
ity  and  blame  others  for  per¬ 
sonal  failure.  Apparently, 
today's  generation  nas  not 


learned  from  this  ample  supply 
of  lessons.  We  see  a  lacV  of 
responsibility  in  nearly  every 
area  of  society.  Ask  a  school 
teacher!  It  is  never  the  student's 
fault,  is  it?  Even  Christian  par¬ 
ents  fall  to  this  temptation  as 
they  step  in  and  try  to  save 
their  child  from  the  pain  and 
embarrassment  of  a  wrong 
done,  but  in  the  process,  teacn 
that  it  is  proper  to  avoid  per¬ 
sonal  responsibility  and 
accountability.  Without  a 
doubt  God  speaks  as  clearly  to 
today's  world  as  he  diet  in 
Ezekiel's  day  about  this  need 
for  personal  responsibility. 

Next,  we  should  notice  the 
case  for  a  reasonable  God.  The 
people  of  that  day  would  cry 
that  God  was  not  fair  in  his  judg¬ 
ments  as  some  would  say  today. 
God  presents  a  case  for  his  fair¬ 
ness,  his  judgment,  and  his 

Sace.  In  Ezekiel  18,  verses  23 
rough  29,  the  argument  is 
clear  that  an  individual  is 
judged  by  God  based  on  his  life 
ana  none  other.  He  states  that 
evil  results  in  death  and  right¬ 
eousness  results  in  life.  As  New 
Testament  believers,  we  under¬ 


stand  that  true  righteousness 
comes  through  a  relationship  by 

Kace  and  not  individual  actions. 

this  grace  relationship  we  are 
judged  for  eternity  through  the 
redemptive  work  of  Christ.  Our 
actions  -  our  behavior  -  can  not 
and  will  not  cause  us  to  lose  that 
eternal  salvation  because  it  is 
based  on  Christ's  work  and  not 
ours.  God  is  fair,  gracious,  and 
reasonable  in  all  his  judgments. 

Finally,  there  is  a  call  to 
repentance.  God  clearly 
rebukes  man's  irresponsibility 
and  proves  his  own  fairness. 
Yet,  even  in  the  midst  of  that, 
he  offers  grace.  Verses  23  and 
32  show  us  the  heart  of  God. 
These  words  remind  us  of  II 
Peter  3:9  when  Peter  writes  that 
the  Lord  is  "not  wishing  for  any 
to  perish  but  for  all  to  come  to 
repentance."  (NAS)  While  a 
rebuke  and  correction,  Ezekiel's 
words  were  actually  very  posi¬ 
tive  then  and  now.  We  are  neld 
accountable!  He  is  perfectly 
fair!  His  ultimate  desire  is  to 
offer  grace  to  all!

Missionary  appointees'  resolve  unwavering 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  — 
On  Nov.  13,  barely  two  months 
after  the  attacks  on  the  World 
Trade  Center  and  Pentagon,  a 
record  124  missionaries  were 
appointed  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  International  Mission 
Board  (IMB). 

The  catastrophe  of  Sept.  11 
didn’t  cause  any  of  them  to 


John  Arnold,  now  a 
missionary  in  western 
South  America,  has 
similar  sentiments. 

"The  attacks  did 
not  cause  me  to  waver 
in  my  commitment  to 
my  calling  to  go  to  for¬ 
eign  lanas,"  he  wrote. 
"On  the  contrary,  my 


drop  out.  From  Columbia,  S.C.,  call  was  confined  by 


those  new  missionaries  scat¬ 
tered  to  every  point  on  the 
compass,  all  15  of  the  regions  in 
which  the  IMB  works. 

How  has  the  past  year  gone 
for  them?  How  nave  they  been 
affected  by  the  events  of  Sept.  11? 

As  news  of  the  attacks 
spread  worldwide.  Cal  and 
Patty  Mclntire  began  receiving 
e-mails  asking  if  they  still 
would  be  going  to  West  Africa. 

"Our  answer  never 
wavered,"  they  wrote.  "It  was 
always  'Yes!’  Somehow  an 
attack  such  as  the  one  on 
9/11,  no  matter  how  devastat¬ 
ing,  could  not  overshadow 
the  call  of  God.”

A  missionary  in 
southern  Asia  wrote. 


his  surprise  that  Islam  would 
condone  such  horrible  actions. 

"I  cynically  wondered  who 
of  those  we  knew  in  Asia  had 
cheered  such  horrific  things,” 
he  said,  "but  the  deep-rooted 
desire  my  wife  and  I  have  —  a 
conviction  that  God  wants  us  to 
live  and  work  among  them  — 
overpowered  our  worries. 

"We  also  realized  that  the  only 
way  these  ideas  would  change 
would  be  if  someone  would 
share  the  message  with  them." 

A  missionary  in  the  Middle 
East  shared  that  people  in  his 
region  now  have  a  greater 
respect  for  foreigners  who  would 
live  outside  the  United  States. 

"Now,  when  I  walk  the  streets 
of  our  city,  I  get  looks  of  amaze¬ 
ment  as  they  see  a  real  live’ 
American,"  he  wrote.  "The  peo-

of  Jesus  Christ,  it  is  obvious  that 
they  are  searching  in  their 
hearts.  The  people  are  curious 
about  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  are  wondering  if  their  reli¬ 
gion  may  just  be  wrong." 

Other  missionaries  nave  not 
found  their  ministries  greatly 
affected  by  the  attacks.  "Our  daily 
activity  hasn't  been  disturbed," 
wrote  one  couple  in  Southeast 
Asia.  "Due  to  the  struggles  for 
daily  survival  and  the  history  of 
turmoil  and  atrocities,  the  people 
avoid  issues  (with  which)  me  rest 
of  the  world  deals. 

"The  only  time  we  are 
aware  that  Sept.  11  took  place 
occurs  when  we  have  to  trav¬ 
el.  Travel  worldwide  will 
never  be  the  same." 

The  change  in  travel  hinders 
missionary  work  in  some  areas, 
like  Middle  America,  where 
Cleve  Turner  works. 

"I  am  afraid  that  too  many 
Southern  Baptists  have  turned 


inward  since  9/11  and  are 
unwilling  to  step  out  and  com¬ 
mit  themselves  to  the  Great 
Commission,"  he  wrote. 

"We  are  seeing  this  with  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  vol¬ 
unteers  coming,  although  the 
number  is  slowly  returning  to 
normal  as  time  passes.  We  are 
a  volunteer-driven  project  and 
depend  on  volunteers  to  sur¬ 
vive,"  he  wrote. 

Steve  Warren,  who  was 
appointed  in  November  to 
serve  in  Eastern  Europe,  wrote 
that  the  attacks  gave  him  and 
his  wife  a  sense  of  urgency  to 
return  to  the  mission  field. 

"Our  zeal  for  Christ 
remains  strong  and  the 
urgency  to  share  the  Word  is 
still  great,"  he  said,  "but  with 
other  countries  in  our  region 
becoming  more  unreceptive 
toward  missionaries,  we  real¬ 
ly  do  not  know  how  long  we 
will  be  welcome  here."

'Where  are  the  Christians  going  to  be  after  09/  IT?' 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (BP)  —  Sometimes  Jack 
(not  his  real  name)  cries  when  he  goes  up  into 
the  mountains  overlooking  Beirut,  Lebanon. 

He  sees  a  city  with  so  much  potential, 
yet  so  much  political  turmoil  and  obstacles 
that  get  in  tne  way  of  sharing  the  Good 
News  of  God's  love.  Jack  recently  moved  to 
Beirut  with  his  wife  and  daughter  to  serve 
as  a  strategy  coordinator,  launching  a  bold 
effort  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  the  entire  city 
within  three  years. 

The  plan  includes  praying  over  and  get¬ 
ting  a  Bible  into  nearly  every  household  in 
the  city  of  about  400, (XX)  homes. 

"From  my  eyes,  I  look  at  it,  and  we'd  be 
lucky  to  plant  a  church  in  a  lifetime,"  he 
says.  "Yet  everything  in  me  says  God  wants 
to  move." 

Jack  and  his  missionary  team  will 
recruit  churches  in  the  United  States  to 
serve  as  prayer  partners  and  to  sponsor 
and  help  train  Baptist  churches  in  Beirut. 

Beirut  is  a  critical  city  for  reaching  the 
Middle  East,  Jack  says.  By  reaching  Beirut, 
the  Gospel  will  spread  rapidly  into  neigh¬ 
boring  countries. 

"There  are  about  50,000  Saudi  Arabians 
irt\Beirut,  17  people  groups,"  he  says.  "They 
can  go  right  back  into  tneir  host  countries 
and  share  the  Gospel." 


Jack  admits  he  and  his  wife  struggled 
with  whether  they  should  go  to  Beirut,  but 
he  realizes  he  has  no  choice. 

"I  read  in  Acts  how  Paul  spent  three 
years  in  one  location  and  a  whole  continent 
neard  the  Gospel,"  he  says.  "Is  it  my  lack  of 
faith  that  says  it  can't  happen  in  Beirut?" 

Despite  continuous  news  reports  of 
fighting  and  religious 
persecution  in  the 
Middle  East  and  other 
parts  of  the  world, 
times  haven't 

changed  that  much. 

Jack  says.  Christians 
have  always  faced 
adversity  when  it 
comes  to  sharing  the 
Gospel. 

"Where  were  the 
Christians  when 
Muhammad  was 
searching?"  he  asks. 

"You  can  go  to  the 
cave  towns  today 
where  the  Christians 
hid.  No  one  was 
there,  and  now  we 
have  the  world's  A  LOST  WORLD 
largest  false  religion,  where  the  joy  of  his 


[Christiains]  .were  in  the  caves,  hiding  all 
throughout  the  Middle  East." 

It  would  be  easy  for  Jack  and  others  to 
stay  in  the  United  States,  but  he  knows  he's 
where  God  wants  him  to  be. 

"It’s  not  about  a  physical  war;  it’s  a  spir¬ 
itual  war,”  he  says.  "Where  are  the 
Christians  going  to  be  after  Sept.  11?"
